heaviest rain. Streets ^ were' filled 
with -water, and in places sand and 
gravel from the streets was washed 
up over the curb-onto the sidewalk.

from the storm. 


A total of 2.31 inches of rain 


fell in less ' than -three hours. The 
storm broke suddenly about 6:45 
p m, a virtual cloudburst; accom- 
panied by hail and.wind, . .

afternoon until »t ..* o'clock the 
peak point of 88' degrees, which 
equalled the record'- bigh for the 
year was reached.

Preamble 


The Wisconsin Farmer-Labor League, form- 


ed Uvo years ago by representatives of organ- 
ized labor and organized farmers, renews its 


- call for a union of all the liberal and progres- 
sive forces of the state to obtain through the 
orderly processes of constitutional government 
such reforms as shall secure for the producers 
of wealth the full product of their labor as a 
reward for honest toil. Workers and farmers 
are natural political allies. 
All citizens en- 


gaged in legitimate and useful pursuits, mclud- 


; ing business and professional men, are Intend- 


ed to be included in the term "farmer-labor." 


Platform 


(1) We condemn the practice of courts plac- 


ing themselves above other branches of govern- 
ment by remaking laws through additions to 
and alterations of constitutional provlsions and 


i statutory cn.ictments, or through creating laws 


by1njunctior.nl order, thereby -.surpin.; the au- 
thority vested in legislative bodies.. To elim- 
inate such tyrannical domination by the courts 


I and afford the people a necessary voice in ju-
